Premier Brownlee Makes § Statement—Three | 
Prairie Provinces Take Joint Action to 
Prevent Disaster to Great Co- 
operative Organization 


To assure a stability in general business circles and to| 
protect the interests of the producers and public at large | 
Alberta in agreement with the provinces of Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan took action Tuesday guaranteeing financial 
support if necessary to the wheat pools of western Canada. 

Commenting on the situation in general and in particular 
on a report Tuesday night which quoted him as saying, ‘The | 
pool has no trouble in securing money,” Premier Brownlee 


today made the following statement: 

“The Canadian Press report last night ts not entirely accurate 

“I made no comment whatever as to the wheat pool's financial posi- 
tion, I simply stated that the Canadian banks were, in view of recent 
declining prices in wheat, somewhat uneasy about the protection to the 
margin of 15 per cent which they have required over and above the 
advances to the pool. 

“As the three western provinces felt it would very adversely affect 
business conditions throughout the west if prices were driven to low levels, 
as might result if sales of wheat were forced at the present time, an 
agreement was reached whereby the margin required by the banks from 
the Canadian Co-operative Wheat Producers, Limited, the Central Sell- 
ing Agency, would be guaranteed by the three governments in propor- 
tion to the amount of wheat held by the Central Selling Agency of each 


province, 

“Today's prices are considerably above the margin required by the 
banks and we are hopeful that the price will not go lower so that the 
guarantee of the provinces will prove unnecessary.’ 

Wheat at Winnipeg todey opened at $1.27 and when the grain pit 
closed was $1.25 or 1% below Tuesday.

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WHERE ARE THE BUYERS? 


The Provincial Government is being 
advised to abandon the policy of “giving 
away” homesteads, and to hold the re- 
maining wild land in Alberta for sale. 

Unless the idea is to stop settlement, 
the presumption is that buyers would be 
forth-coming in considerable numbers, 
able and willing to pay for the privilege | 
of clearing and grubbing and breaking | 
wild land and converting it into farms. If 
the buyers did not appear, the net result 
of holding the land would be that it would 
remain wild. 

The record does not show that raw 
land in western Canada is the object of so 
keen a demand as this pre-supposes. For 
about fifty years the Government of Can- 
ada has been offering that land for noth- 
ing to people who would take it and put it 
under cultivation. But there are still 
thousands of quarter-sections of land in | 
central and northern Alberta, of unques- 
tioned fertility, in the ownership of the 
Crown, and no nearer to production than 
when the buffalo roamed the plains. 

It may be that if a price were put on 
this land people would scramble to buy 
what they have hitherto refused to take 
for nothing. People sometimes do pre- 
cisely that. But the chances are the price 
would be just one more barrier added to | 
those which have sufficed to discourage 
settlement and keep the wild land wild. 


MAKING THE BEST OF IT. 


While 1400 men are being given em- 
ployment at relief work in Alberta, in 
only one case has it been found necessary 
to invoke the powers of the law to pre- 
serve order in the camps. 

A relief work camp naturally and 
necessarily leaves a good deal to be desired 
on the part of men who have been used 
to choosing their own lines of occupation 
and their own living conditions. At best, 
wages and other conditions in a camp of 
that kind have to be a compromise be- 
tween what the inmates want and what 
the public are willing to provide.

The world moves, but not always 
in a forward direction; it carries 
with it the vestiges of ancient path- 

. ways of the mind. 
There happened 
to appear side by 
side in the dally | 
paper two items 
of news; the one 
an incident from 
Berlin, the other 
a daily feature. 
— The one showed 
that the dream of 
alchemy is not 
dead, the other 
that astrology is 
very much alive. The hope of trans- 
muting baser metals into gold is in- 
telligible, however, vain; the guid- 
ance of your day’s behavior by al- 
leged positions of the planets and 
Stars is an amazing folly of confu- 
sion, Neither speaks well for the dis- 
semination of mentai fitness, 


The Berlin story has at least the 
interest of ingenuity. One of the many 
|}who claimed this golden gift, and 
whose “chemical” operations had 
come under the suspicion of the po- 
lice, insisted that he had really dis- 
covered a secret, and was given a 
chance to demonstrate his powers. So 
he went through an elaborate cere- 
mony; his materials were examined 
and no trace of gold found, and 
when it was all over, sure enough 
there was a slight amount of anh 
But the secret proved more ingenious 
than alchemistic. 

During the entire operation he 
smoked endless cigarettes to steady 
his nerves, - An: inquisitive critic ex- 
amined these cigarettes. and found 
concealed in them gold dust which 
he had sprinkled into the mixture as 
he shook the ashes over the crucible. 
But the deeper interest of the story 
is not that he excited the atcention 
of the police but of quite a number 
of customers who were willing to pay 
fair fees for the prospect of sudden 
wealth. It is far more a story of be- 
lief than of practice, 

At all events you can test alchem- 


istic claims; and it is interesting to 
know that people believing in the an 
cient cult survive, It so happened tha 
this story appeared opposite the stoc 
quotations, Perhaps Wall Street ts re 
garded as a means, somewhat occuit, 
of turning baser metals into gold. And! 
it is not wholly accidental that many 
of the believers in alchemy and as- 
| trology are found in that hard-boiled 
district. 

The belief in astrology is far more 
typical and flourishes largely becausc 
it cannot be put to the test. Perhap 
it is more of an indoor sport or 
amusement than an actual guide, but 
why do papers print it? To be told 
that the hours from 8:15 to 9:30 will 
be iucky today but unlucky tomor- 
row, to be told that if this is your 
birthday you will have one bunch of 
complimentary qualities with just ao 
touch of undesirable ones that don'\ 
amount to much, and that if it is 
the next day, it will be Just the same 
with only a few changes in the lis: 
to give it the spice of variety—ail this 
hardfy affects anybody who reads it, 
yet many do. If they do go by it— 
provided they remember the lucky 
and unlucky schedule—they may have 
the satisfaction of feeling that they 
have been saved, and no one will be 
any wiser nor they less foolish, 

Again the interest is not in the 
scheme—for though it is actually 
based on astronomical calculations, 
these are so fanciful and absurd that 
it represents only the outer shell of 
science, You can cut out these item: 
from the daily horoscope, cut off the 
date, mix them up and draw them 
out again and put new dates on, ani 
the result will be just the same. Why 
in these days anybody finds comfort 
in this ancient way of thinking is a 
mystery, unless you are willing to 
accept the explanation that people 
who can't think can still read and 
believe. There are more ancient arts 
practised in modern days; there al- 
ways will be, and a crop of new ones 
with no better basis In fact, so long 
as human hopes and desires find tn 
the ancient patterns of belicf a satis- 
fying occupation, whether rational or 
not,

Sir Hiram Stevens Maxim born February 5, 1840, What a host of pictures 
some names bring into the mind! Maxim's is one of them. Rifle and cannon, 
smokeless powder, flying ships and machine guns; all these things are asso- 
ciated with him. What more does imagination desire on which to build 
visions? It was the machine gun, of course, which 
made his name popular (the flying! ship was little 
more than a vision even to him), and it is th's pro- 
duction of his that to many must bring the most vivid 
of recollections, Of still, calm evenings on the Western 
Front when only their occasional stutter broke the 
eerie quietude which frequently came with the rations. 
Of busy moments in No Man's Land when the air was 
filled with the whining peculiar to their kind. Maxim, 
of course, did not invent the first gun that might be 
classed in the machine gun category. Gatling pro- 
duced his soon after the American Civil War began, 
and a few were used by the Union army at its close, 
but record has it “that he was the first to produce a 
finished automatic gun of practical value.” After 
extensive trials it was adopted in the British army in 
1889, and into the navy in 1892. It was popular in 
the South African campaign, By the time the Great War had arrived there 
were many varieties of this weapon, and Mixim’s name had drifted into the 
past. With new designs had come new names, and the arm had taken its 
special place in the army demanding a corps of its own. But the same old 
bullets were there, possibly a little altered in shape, but filling the air with 
the same old whine. Somebody, of course, had to invent the gun, but a stroll 
round the line after a day on the Somme would have made quite a lot of 
people feel pleased that they had had no hand in it!

PERHAPS YOUR SMALL BABY 
SUCKS HIS THUMB 
FOR EXERCISE! 

Mothers very often discover for 
themselves some of the ways in which 
behavior difficulties can be met. Mrs. 
H. A's discovery—thut the baby no 
jonger sucked his thumb when given 
4 feeding nipple on his bottle that de- 
manded harder sucking to get the | 
food—is quite in step with present- 
day findings along the line of thumb 
su . ‘The breast-fed baby who 
has to work hard for his food usually 
gets enough muscle exercise so that 
he doesn’t resort to thumb sucking. 
The baby whose food drops into his 
mouth either from a nipple with too 
large a hole, or from an over-full 
breast, has a desire for more exercise | 
of these muscles and takes it out in 
thumb sucking. Of course, this ap- 
plies only to the very small child, for 
thumb sucking gets to be a habit 
that is continued when need of such 
exercise is past. 

Mrs. H. A. writes: “Would the fol- 
lowing be of any assistance to moth-| 
ers of thumb-sucking babies? ‘Try 
using nipples with smaller holes. My 
baby when five months aid had a 
violent desire to suck his thumb and | 
really suffered when his elbows were 
corsetted so he coukin't reach his 
mouth. I changed nipples and used | 
one which had a smaller hole and de- 
manded hard sucking and he immedi- | 
ately relaxed and had no desire to 
suck his thumb. Babies seem to have 
a desire for just so much sucking per

The breast-fed baby may sometimes 
be helped along this same line by 
being given nursings every three hours 
instead of every four hours.

Pots and Pans Entertain the 
Small Child 

Mrs. C. B. offers this solution of a 
common problem: “My fourteens 
month-old son likes to be near me 
when I work, so I open the cupboard 
door knowing there is nothing there 
that can hurt him, and let him play 
with the pots and pans, He can play 
for nearly an hour. 

“I often wonder why mothers do 
not start their babies drinking water 
from a cup or glass earlier, (I won- 
der, too, Mrs. C.B.) 

“At four and one-half months .1 
began giving him water from a small 
At seven and one-half months 
he could drink nicely from either a 
small or large glass. I never needed 
a bottle when I weaned him, just let 


him drink from a cup
